Emily Soldene arrived at the Planters’ 
House last night. She is on her wry back 
from a Western engagement and is waiting 
hereforher manager, Mr. Ballenberg, who 
will arrive to-night. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter called on Emily 
this morning and found herimproving her mind 
by perusing the papers. She seems to be 
aging very fast. Her hajr is almost entirely 
gray, with here and there a streak of blonde. 
The lines of the face are very prom- 
inent, and it looks very much 
as though ege would claim her from the stage 


before long. She is still gay and jubilant, how- 
ever, and expresses herself as hugely pleased 
with hertrip. Only once during the conver- 
sation did ber face assume a graye air, and 
that was when she told of the suicide @f Olyde 
Hersey, a member of the troupe of which some 
of the particulars have been published. 
„Oh, said she, that was terrible. We were 
all standi in the railroad station waiting 
for the train and chatting, when I heard some 
of the girls outside scream. I ran out * 
then I saw him floating down the creek. He 
was a good swimmer, and held up awhile, 
but suddenly his head struck a rock and that 
was was the last of him. You see, he 
had jumped from the railroad bridge into the 
stream which runs twenty-three miles, andl 
don’t think his body will ever be found. I have 
a photograph of the bey and she showed a 
cture of the ‘‘Fork of Creeks,’’ near Central 
By, Colorado, with the bridge from which Her- 
sey jumped. Ile is well-known in England, 
continued Miss Soldene. ‘‘His sister is Rose 
Hersey, the prima donna, and his father a 
rovincial newspaper man.

They have been on the decline for years.

They don’t 
grow such girls now, or at least I can’t get 
them. Well, that tour of mine, I think, eut 
the ground from under Aimee, Oates, etc., 
etc. People were no longer content with their 
shows after they had seen mine. That's how

Where have you been playing?’’ 

„All through the West. I like Denver and 
Leadville audiences 80 much.

BOSTON IN SUMMER. 


The Fashion in Horse-Back Riding— 
Charming Habits. 


Special Correspoudence of the Post-Dispateh. 

Boston, June 15, 1881.—Arabella took 
a lesson in equestrianism the otber 
day. We went to the riding school, 
ascertained in the office that “the man’? was 
up stairs, and wended our way upwards to 
the ladies’ dressing room, where we found a 
long cloth +kirt hanging on a nail, which my 
friend proceeded to don, having divested 
herself of the flounced and shirred stylish 
arrangement of silk and satin and jet Which 
she had wort in the street. Then we went 
down a flight to the ring, where was a 
solitery men sprinkling the tan-covered floor, 
the very cruffest, most uncompromising sort 
of a man that I ever saw. Ile ordered the 
horse up, and assisted Arabella to mount, 
and then left her to her own devices. Finally 
she yentured to ask bim something, after 
her borse had wandered around the 
ring two or three times at his own 
sweet will, and then the man said, “Oh, do 
you want a lesson? Thought you wanted an 
exercise ride.“ 

Fancy any one so crazy as to go careering 
around in that stuffy place for ‘“‘exercise”’’ 
when al] out-doors was open to one! 

Yes, she wanted a lesson. So the man or- 
dered up bis horse. I went and whispered to

„ Snub that mau, my dear! He is insuffer-

„% No, my dear,” said she. 'n ‘smash’ 
him instead. If I don’t succeed in that, you 
Shall snub him. He is intolerable!““ 

That was according to our old compact: 
she to do the “‘smashing,’’ I to do the snub- 
Ling? But as usual, she smashed. To watch 
the way that cross, ugly old fellow thawed 
and melted into kindly good nature under 
the influence of afew sweet smiles and re- 
spectful words was a study that inter- 


ested me immensely, and that proved once 
more in this world’s history the power ofa 
or word. And it’s to poiut this moral that 
adorn my letter with the riding lesson. 
Nevertheless, there is another object. Fash- 
jon rules horseback riding as it does every- 
thing else. Fashion says now that the long 
flow of skirt which ladies used to wear is 
supplanted by a skirt just barely long enough 
to cover the stirrup-foot. Sensible this, for 
many a horse has been startled by a sudden 
flap of his weurer’s skirt, and has thrown her 
and the skirt, off his back inja twinkliug. Fus‘- 
ion also sans that the skirt—the whole habit 
—must be titted and made by a tailor who de- 
votes himself specially to the manufacture of 
these garments, and quite as mtch care and 
pains is expended in the cutting, fitting, 
shrinking and pressing of these 
skirts as in the making of masculine 
trousers. Just as the latter garments are so 
manipulated with sponge and tailors’ goos: 
that they shall not bag at the outer bend of 
the knees or wrinkle too badly at the inner 
bend, so is the riding skirt differentiy made 
on the two sides, the right side being so cut 
and shrunk as to fit the wearer’s position 
when seatedinthe saddle, aad the left side 
being left more fulland easy. The basque of 
the habit has altered very little, but the hat 
pecd no longer be the tall and unvomforta)ie 
silk one. Very many ladies wear the pretty 
Derby. but the most graceful and comforta- 
ble is some soft velvet cap. Arabella’s favor- 
ite when mounted on Gypsy“ is the black 
velvet Tam O’shanter” which she bought 
in London last summer. It is odd; but 
one point of difference between English 
and American fashions is so illustrated here 
that I must refer to it. The Tam O'Shanter 
cap, of which you may remember thit I wro e 
you when 1 first returned from abroad last. 
September, was distinctly an Enztish and not 
a French style. In six weeks after my return 
they became common enough here, but with 
whata difference! So altered, so entirely 
changed by manipulation and by trimming 
that the entire churucter of the cap was lost 
and it Was anything but pretty or pleasing or 
becoming. In London the cap was plain and 
simple, depending for its style on the jaunty 
way in which it was puton and on its very 
simplicity, being either entirely devoid of any 
trimming or with a single curling ostrich 
plume drooping down atome side. Weare a 
aueer people, as cosmopolitan in our dress as 
in our nationalities; and the worst of it is 
that in the one as in the other 
we mix the characteristic features of 
different peoples and different methods of 
dress all up into one conglomerated com- 
pound, oftentimes with results far more dis- 
astrous than was that of the famous “making 
up““ of Little Buttercup. French fashions 
have to be Americanized before being sent 
across the water. If English fashions come 
(ver, — and simple, they get American- 
ized about as soon as they reach us, The 
French andthe English are inconsequently 
commingled by some enterprising artist (7) 
on this side, determmed to produce novel ef- 
fects (and usually succeeding too well.) Then 
New York styles—for it is in New York that 
this Babel-like confusion of styles usually 
takes place—have to be Bostonized before 
the Hub will adopt them. The process of 
Bostonizing is a queer mingling of ton- 
ing down and toning up; of com- 
promising with some startling new 
fashion by introducing it in the cuise of some 
six-months old one. Boston prides itself on 
two things—that it won't adopt New York 
fashious just as they come from New York 
because the latter city is loud aud pro- 
nounced, andtse Hub is quiet, retined and 
wsthetic; and that, if it chooses, it will 
wear just exactly what it pleases anyhow, 
whether it is in fashion or out, or has never 
been in or out at all; because Boston has 
good taste and cannot go far astray, and be- 
cause of allthings ofto-dav the very finest 
thing is to be elegantly independent and in- 
dependently elegant. 
ulking of New York reminds me that I am 
going on tothe great metropolis, the great 
“hite hot glaring city of distances, the Paris 
America, the last ofthe week,to “see off’ the 
Tourjeans as they sail for Eur pe, and 
will write youof the styles as I tind them 
then. One party of Tourjeans sailed last 
Saturday, for as usualthe main party for 
next Saturday was filled early, und the 
atter-comers were obliged to ‘**spill ever’’ 
unto another date. The prospect in every 
Way promises a splendid summer abroad for 
those Who are so fortunate as to be of the 
party. I met yesterday a young gentiernan of 
San Francisco, who is a student at the Boston 
University Law School, and who goes with 
next Saturday’s party. He had the uncertain, 
excited, repressed sort of an air about him 
which everybody has when about to sail out 
onthe great waters andto the stranve un- 
known lands bevond forthe first time. It is 
certainly a great eventin anybody’s life to 
make the first trip away from the continent 
on which he was born to the other side of 
the world.

A CLERICAk MASHER. 


Francis Meredith, 
Seducer. 
From the Peoria (III.) Journal. 

About six years.ago the Methodist Confer- 
ence baving jurisdiction over this section 
appointed a young man named George Francis 
Meredith to the Second Methodist Episcopal 
Church, on the corner of Madison and Mor- 
van streets, in this city. The voung preacher 
possessed remarkable abilities as a pulpit 
orater. Young, for he was scarcely out of his 
teens, of attefluated figure, pallid countenance 
und magnetic temperament, with a rapid flow 
of ideas and an almost marvelous gift of lau- 
Zunge, he rapidly acquired a notoriety and 
succeeded m packing the church every Sun- 
day night.

One merchant of Kewanee 
had a tailor bill against the bible-banging se- 
ducer for £60, and another man a billamount- 
ing to 320 for cigars. Meredith had shipped 
all his effects the day previous to Galva, and 
promised these creditors that he would meet 
them at the depot and pay these bills in full. 
The men were atthe depot as agreed upon, 
but no Meredith appeared, and after the train 
went out they repaired to town only to find 
that Meredith had hired a buggy to Galva, for 
which place he had departed several hours 
before. The men have still got the bills. 
Meredith then went to Kansas City, Mo., and 
was to have been admitted to the Southern 
Conference this coming fall. In the interim he 
was offered and accepted the pastorate of a 
Presbyterian church in that eitv. He has been 
engaged to marry the daugbter of H. P. 
Westerman, of Pekin, and his 
trips from Kansas City were fre- 
quent. His betrothed is a young lady of 
grent personal beauty and culture, and taey 
ert io have been married a week or two 
ago had not the recent disclosures been 
made. It now appears that those trips whic 
were supposed to terminate in Pekin were 
extended to this city, Kewanee and Washin-+s- 
ton. It further transpires that during his 
ministry in each of these places he hid suc- 
cecded in seducing several married women 
in exch citv, and that on each trip he posi- 
tively worked a circuit of systematic villainy 
and Wholesale debauchery. He was smart 
enough to restrict himself to married women 
and thus avoid the many inconveniences that 
would surely occur to women unprotected by 
the marrmee certificate. But with all his 
shrewdness the inevitable exposure cine at 
last, and in this wise: . About five weeks azo 
u ladylike woman appeared at one of Rock 
Island’s fiest-class hotels and engaged 
a room, telling the manager, who hap- 
pened to be in the office, that sue 
wus expecting her brother, andif he came he 
was to be sent up to her room.

They were allowed to depart un- 
molested, but the good brother lost no time 
in acquainting the Church authorities of the 
affuir. The Pre 5 terinas at Kansas City 
Were shocked, and made preparations for a 
ehurch trial, but Meredith, rather than en- 
Are the publicity and humiliation incident 
tosteb proceedings, resigned immediately, 
The Conference of this distriet demandedthe 
return of his perchments andail other papers 
ofauthorization as a minister of the gospel, 
Which demand he conrplicd with The Con- 
ference have resolved to investigate and get 
ut the true inwardness of the whole affair, 
and Meredith retained the Rev. Mr. 
Ilaney, of Hale Chapel, to defend him at that 
trial. As to bis proposed nuptials, it is not 
imely they will tuke place, for H. I'. Wester- 
man, Whese own reputation has been tar- 
bished fiom connes tron with the Whisky 
fraucs, bas still the dignity inflate in a pa- 
rent to forbid Meredith to cross his threshold

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Wealthy Horse Fancters. 
Froma New York Letter. 

Among our leading horse fanciers are August 
belmont, William Astor, Pierre Loriliard and 
his brother George, also Bonner of the Led- 
ger. Belmont is fond of fine animals, hut bas 
neverspent much money in their culture. 
Ile Las raised some good stoek and contented

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himself with his distinction as the first capi- 
talist of this city that gave attention to this 
specialty. He is, indeed, the only man in this 
country of Hebrew birth who has shown such 
taste in horse flesh. William Astor was for 
a short time much interested in racing mat- 
ters, but his failing health has weaned him 
from the turf, and he has given preference to 
yachting. He bas,bowever, a number of fast 
animals which are under good keeping while 
he is on the cruise. Bonner’s connection 
with equine matters is due to _ neces- 
sity for outdoor exercwe. During the 
. time of the strugg which preceaed his 
brilliant success he suffered from intense ap- 
plication, and his physician advised him to 
buy a horse and try am hour’s drive daily. He 
bought the best animal within the reach of 
nis purse, and soon found arising ambition 
which grew with indulgence until he aston- 
ished the world by paying $10,000 for the fast- 
est team ofthat day. This (which took place 
in 1859) was, however, only the beginning, 
and Bonner has now half a million invested 
in horse flesh, and has paid $30,000 for one 
animal. He has avery extensive stable on 
Fifty-ninth street, the land alone being 
worth $40,000, but this is only for home ac- 
cecmmodation. The farm, near Irvington, 
contains the most important part of his stud, 
which has for some years numbered 100, and 
often more. 


TIE DANGE OF DEATH.” 


Who Was the Real Author of the Liter- 
ary Sensation’? 8 
From the Carson (Nevada) Appeal. 

The San Francisco Sunday Chronicle, in 
giving biographical sketches of California au- 
thors, speaks of T. A. Harcourt as having 
written Tbe Dance of Death“ in thirty-eight 
hours. Three men have been credited with 
having written the book—Rulofson, the pho- 
tographer: J. Bigelow, and Harcourt, Rulof- 
scn’s son-in-law. Shortly before Rulofson’s 
death the writer called upon him at his gal- 
lery in San Francisco. The conversation 
turned upon the book, and Rulofson wanted 
to know how it was looked upon in Nevada. 

Do people read it because they think its 
pages suggestive, or because they think I am 
in earnest?’ 

W hen he was told that it was read for the 
first reason suggested, he seemed angry that 
such was the case. He then led the way into 
a little room, and gave the following history 
of the work: 

**People think that I wrote this book sim- 
ply to make a sensation and some monev. I 
never was more in earnest in my life. When 
a young man lived in New York State. I 
was engaged to be marred. Ihad never seen 
a ballin my life, but one night I beard some 
musicina hall andI strolledin. About the 
frst thing ) saw was my _  aftianced 
swinging ground the roominthe arms of a 
man Whom she had probably never met be- 
fore, and who would have mever been 
33 to set foot in her father’s house. 

said nothing, but left the room, and before 
midnight 1 had sold $5,000 worth of photo- 
graphie material for 3800, and in the morn- 
ing 1 had left the town. A few years after- 
ward l married another girl and came to 
California. Mu wife and 1 lived in a cabin 
which had no floor except the ground. One 
New Year’s Eve the citizens of the town got 
upa ball. I vas asked to contribute and re- 
fused, telling my reasons. The people 
thought me stingy, and said that I forced my 
wife to stay away. Tue fact of the matter 
was she bud no clothes fora ball. Well, the 
ball.came off and ended ina stabbing affray, 
one man killing another whom he found 
waltzing with his wife. I described the inei- 
dentin the book. One ofthe musicians got 
drunk, and falling into the river was drowned. 
From that time 1 fought dancing, and made 
many enemies. I met an Episcopal clergy- 
man who held the same views. Together we 
wrote the book. This was twenty years ago. 
I kept the manuscript several years, revising 
it from time to time, When my house burned 
and the manuscript with it. For ten years I 
buve been working on the book. I wrote and 
rewrote it, and at last gave it to the publish- 
er. I have shown society what a loathsome 
ulcer festers in its midst. I shall write an- 
other book soon, showing the remedy. It 
will be stronger than the ‘Dance of Death.’ 
I will talk plainer and the public will profess 
to be horrified, but they will not be, all the 
same.“ 

A few weeks after this conversation Rulof- 
son fell from the roof of his gallery aud was 
killed. He was hardly the man to have re- 
lated so circumstantially the history of the 
book unless he was telling the truth. The 
book bears the marks of careful work and 
elaborate study, nota book to be dashed off 
in 38 hours by even as clever a writer as Mr. 
Harcourt, although persons familiar with 
Hlarcourt’s pronounced and original style 
claim that they can detect his handiwork in 
the hook. Nodoubt he assisted. Rulofson in 
the revision and wrote some of the striking 
passages. 
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Bonner’s Great Trotters.

A week ago to-day I drove Edwin 
Forrest toa top wagon, W pounds, in 2:22, 
und at present he is in better condition than 
spy other horse I've got. I have no doubt 
that both horses can beat the best record.“

LIVING IN FLATS. 


How Meals Are Supplied to Families 
in New York City. 
From the New York Evening Post. 


Persons living in the apartment house 
neighborhoods between Thirty-Fourth street 
and the Park, onthe west side of the city, 
must have noticed during the last few years 
the increase in the business of caterers who 
send meals regularly to families living in 
flats. In the morning before 9 o’clock and 
from 6to 7 o’clock in the evening scores of 
colored waiters may be seen hurrvimy from 
house to house carrving the peculiar tin boxes 
which hold a meal each. The more ambi- 
tious caterers have established wagons built 
somewhat after the plan of a pie aes such 
wagons bold thirty meal boxes nearly as big 
as small trunks. Each box is divided into 
compartments for the different dishes—one 
for soup, another for fish, meats, dessert, ete. 
Everything is kept warm by means of 
an alcohol lamp at the bottom of the box. 
The usual arrangement made with these 
caterers—who are nearly all colored—is that 
breakfast and dinner shall be furnished at so 
much a week per person. The caterer fur- 
nishes everything that goes on the table ex- 
cept the dishes, silver and linen. The meal 
box is delivered at the door of the apartment. 
When one vox is re ceived the empty one in 
which the preceding meal was carried is. 
taken away. The caterer is expected to fur- 
nish everything; he even keeps the castors 
replenished with salt, oil, vinegar, etc. 

The cost of this mode of ree. depends 
upon the grade of meals furnished, and the 
number of persons ina family. The most 
expensive caterer of this class in the business 
sends out only one grade of meals and eburges 
$6 a week per person; children undef 10 and 
one servant are not counted, it being ex- 
pected that enough will be sent for them. If 
the family wishes to pav for more than three 
persons the charge is #5 per person. Other 
caterers have two prices, $6 und Aa week, 
the meals furnished for A being, of course, 
simpler than $6, but the process is the same. 
At$6a week each meal—fourteen a week— 
costs 42 cents a person; at A it is only 28 cents 
a person. 

One person who has adopted this system of 
living said: “I have a wife. one child and a 
nurse. Our meals cost us $10 a week by this 
plan; I pay for two persons and a half at $4 a 
person. There is always ample for all of us, 
and the meals are quite as good as we should 
bave if we had to buy and cook them. The 
money saving is great and the saving in 
trouble is still greater. Inthe first place, it 
does away with the cook, the cost of her 
wages and the-cost of her waste and board; 
it takes the labor of marketing and the respon- 
sibility of breakfast and dinner off my wife’s 
hands; it does away with a tire in the kitchen 
und witb the odor af cooking, which in small 
apartments is almost unavoidable. Before 
trying this plan my grocer’s and butcher’s 
Lills alone came to $10 a week, the cook cost 
me 814 a month, and my wife had to work 
bard. When I want an unusually good din- 
ner I order it and pay the extra price. Ik 
bring bome a friend J send word an hour or 
two in advante, and an extra amount of food 
is sent. Our breakfast consists of steak, eggs, 
oatmea!, rolls and coffee, with such seasona- 
ble trifles as radishes, ete.; fer dinner we 
bave soup. fish, meat. salad, two or three 
kinds of vegetables and dessert. If we choose 
to make our $10 worth of meals suffice for a 
dozen persons that is our look ont; the cat- 
erer sends so much food for so much money, 
and does not care how many persons eat it.“ 

The price at which meals are furnished bv 
this plan seems to be low, but a little study of 
the matter shows that the business can be 
done ata profit. Taking an average price of 
do a week per person each meal costs twenty- 
six cents, allowing two meals a day. It is 
possible to get a simple meal at many restau- 
rants for that price. At some of the German 
and French restaurants a complete dinner, 
including soup, meats and dessert, is given 
for half a dollar; yet the cost to the restau- 
rant of such a meal is far greater than to the 
up-town caterer who pays rent for a set 
of kitchens only; who pays for no crockery, 
silver or linen; aud who bas no waiters to 
hire, one man being able to deliver the meals 
for twenty families. The caterer buys his 
provisions wholesale, and is able to make 
use of every scrap. It is evident that if a 
restaurant keeper can make a profit by furn- 
ishing a dinner at his own table for halfa 
dollar, the caterer can send out the same din- 
ner for 50 cents and grow rich. 

The first caterer who began to supply reg- 
ular meals at fixed prices began the business 
in 1874. There are now about twenty caterers 
in tbe business, each one having from fifty to 
one hundred families to supply. The busi- 
ness seems to increase with the building of 
apartment house.

The 
price of the shares has been fixed at 3500 
euch, and the holder of the certificates is 
vearly credited with five per cent on this 
sum. By the payment of an addittional sum 
of 715 the bolder of one sbare of the stock be- 
comes entitled to all the privileges of both Ca- 
sino and Casino Club for one year and re- 
celves tickets for ailthe members of his fam- 
i!v.excepting men of twenty-one years of age, 
and also tickets for any jadies who may be 
cuests at their houses, and they can have all 
these privileges, omitting the club, free of 
charge. Owners of two shures of stock have 
all the privileges mentioned without paying 
anithing, and are entitled to free admission to 
both places for one person besides. The res- 
taurants for ladies and gentlemen are now 
open. In the ladies’ reading room will be 
ound all the daily and week!y papers, pic- 
torials and monthbiv magazines, Which are free 
to all ladies who are members or subscribers 
or who pay the daily admission fee.

It declares there is no such 
thing as pure beer manufactured in that city; 
that poisonous ingredients enter into every 
gallon of it, and that no Cincinnati brewer 
dares tell the public what he makes his beer 
out of. The Gazette further says that Life 
Insurance Companies will not issue policies 
ow habitual beer drinkers, and it charges that 
the wealthy brewers of Cincinnati import beer 
from Europe for their own consumption be- 
cause they know it to be pure. As millions 
of capital are invested in beer brewing in 
Cincinnati it will be seen that Deacon Sutrn 
is striking a savage blow at one of the great- 
est industries of his dilapidated city. Take 
beer away from Cincinnati and the residum 
would be a lot of soap factories and a few cof- 
finshops. The charge made by the Gazette 
that Cincinnati beer shortens human life may 
possibly be true. It is the opinion of scien- 
tists that the excessive use of beer produces 
serious derangement of the liver and kidneys 
und thickens the blood and prepares the 
system for the inroads of all types 
of diseases. The same can be said 
of wines and all other stimulants. It is the 
abuse of beer that causes all the trouble. It 
is possible that ifa man were to consume 
fifteen or twenty glasses of cold lemonade per 
day he would in time shatter his constitution, 
yet many people look upon fifteen glasses of 
beer asa mild form of abstinence. We may 
remark in this connection that no matter how 
much glucose, cocculus indicus, aloes and 
fusil oll the Cincinnati brewers put into their 
decoctions, the beer manufactured in St. 


Louis is still made according to the ancient 


formula. We have several brewing firms 
with world-wide reputation, earned through 
the purity and excelleace of their products. 
If the Cincinnatians are alarmed they should 
send here for pure beer and not waste their 


money on foreign beverages.

AT the annual dinner given in behalf of the. 


Press Fund in London on Saturday evening 
last, Cardinal, MANNING offered a toast to 
Foreign Ministers which was responded to by 
JAMES RUSSELL LOWELL. The cablegram 
says that the speech was humorous.

There are three female servants in the 
family. The witness and her mother 
and daughter eecupied the house. 
The Doctor kept himself to his 
apartment downstairs. On May 4, after the 
witness had been served in this divorce suit, 
she telegraphed for her brother from New Or- 
leans, and he came on at once, arriving in the 
night. The next day he apologized to the 
Doctor for coming there and proposed to stay 
at some hotel, but the Doctor pressed 
him to remain and he did so. 
It made no difference in the 
household expenses. The Doctor handed $23 
per week to the cook for household expenses. 
Mrs. Jaminet had no means of support. she 
understood that her husband had a lucrative 
practice and collected his bills promptly and 


easily. 

Judge Pope took the witness stand to 
say that Mrs. Jaminet’s brother had 
furnished 8100 for preliminary ex- 
penses of the defense.

THE MERCANTILE LIBRARY. 


Plans for a New Structure Under Consider- 
ation. 


The friends of the Mercantile Library will be 
pleased to know that there is a good deal of 
talk about rebuilding, and the prospect is fair 
for something more substantialthan talk. Mr. 
Barnett, the architect, took a professional 
look at the interior this morning. Those who 
have given the subject thought say that by a 
new building the rentals can be very largely 
increased. The stores on the ground 


floor have no basements and are 
low. Although located in the busi- 
ness center they only command second class 
rent. Not only would the revenue be in- 
creased, but itis claimed that a new building 
could be constructed to answer the purposes 
of a library much better than the old one. At 
present the ground owned by the library is not 
all covered, and an extraordinary amount uf 
valuable space is wasted in hallways. A plan 
providing for both hall and reading room on 
the second floor is declared feasible. The 
books conld be kept in upper stories and 
sent to and from the office by a 
dummy. By such a system as this the 
patrons could be served much more efticient- 
ythan now, when every call fora volume 
necessitates a trip from the librarian’s desk to 
the widely-scattered cases and the lockiug 
and unlocking of doors. The reading room 
could be putinamuch more advantageous 
position as regards light and ventilation, while 
the hall, only a flight of stairs up from the 
street, could be made to accommodate as 
many as the old hall does,

Trip of the “St. Jacobs Oil”—A Talk 
’ With the Celebrated Man Fish. 


The levee and the big bridge held more people 
yesterday than ever before in their history. 
The numbers who were along the banks could 
not be fairly estimated at less than 30,00. The 
people turned out in a royal manner to receive 
Capt. Boyton after his arduoustrip from St. 
Paul. The little steamer St. Jacobs Oil lay at 
the foot ot Biddle street with 
steam up and flags flying, prepared 
to ao her share in the reception. 
On board were a party of journalists. who were 
looked after by Capt. J. W. Greiner, and who 


were kept amused by Com. Lyndon Smith,the 
Mayor's Privatee Secretary. The bout 
is one of the handsomest little crafts 
on the river. It has been fitted 
up for advertising purposes and is used for 
running up and down small rivers. There is 
no mistaking the fact that it belongs to Voge- 
ler & Co., or that its mission is tospread the 
virtues of St. Jacovs Oil. The cabal- 
istic symbois are worked all over fit, 
and in the center of the handsome little cabin, 
surrounded by the portraits of the different 
members of the firm, stood a table containing 
a vial of the ‘‘all-healing,’’ etc. The little 
craft pulled out with a big load at,4 p. m., and 
started up stream to meet the navigator. 

There was considerable nautical talent on 
board, and asaresult Captain Boyton was 
„ Sighted'“ six or seven times before he came 
in view. A steady watch was keptupinthe 
fo’castle, however, until Capt. Greiner an- 
nounced dinner was ready below, when Boyton 
was forgotten asthe crowd obeyed the sum- 
mons. Inthe middle of the meal, which was 
allthat could be desired, word was passed 
that the Boyton wasin sight and the watch 
wasresumed. Asmall flotilla of boats were 
seen in the distance surrounding what appear- 
ed to be a sea lion rollinginthe water. Asthe 
‘*St. Jacobs Oil’’ drew nearer the outlines ot 
the ‘‘Cap’en’’ in his rubber dress became 

lainer and he soon pulled up beside the boat. 

le waved his hands and fired a rocket in the 
air, lighting it with the stump of a cigar which 
he was smoking.

HerrCronanis a correspondent of 
the Garten Laube, an illustrated paper pub- 
lished at Leipsig, and he followed Boyton 
down the river for the purpose 
of sketching by the way. As soon as the 
negro could pull him to the little steamer 
Cronan, or, as Boyton calls him, ‘‘the Doc- 
tor, climbed on board and emphatically de- 
clared in broken English that he had had 
enough water for some time. 
floated down to the 
Pine street, the egg. N 
following in his path. Quite a fusilade of de 
tonating bombs were fired from the deck, 
which were answered with cheers bythe thou- 
sands that lined the banks way up to the Water 
Works. At Pine street Boyton was taken on 
board. Atelegram from Vogeler & Co., con- 
grutulating him on his success, was handed 
to him, after wich a land- 
ing was made. At least 15,000 
people had gathered around the wharfboat 
and the Captain had to fight his way desper— 
ately toa hack in waiting. He was driven to 
the Lindell, where he changed hus suit. 
wore as underclothing two heavy suits of flan- 
nel, which were thoroughly drenched. 

Nothing will keep out the water,’’ said he 
toa Fosr- raren reporter, who had driven 
up fromthe wharf with him. 

‘*What kind of a trip did you have?’’ 

The stormiest I ever met with. By Jove, I 
was beset by chopping waves all the way down, 
While my head was under one my feet were 
under another. Iran twenty-one days and 
three nights, resting every night at some 
town, and often I found it impossible to make 
more than two miles an hour. 

How do you feei after the trip?’’ 

I'm all right. I have fallen away terrtbly 
and am peeled by the sun, but otherwise I'm 
as fresh as ever. My voice is a little out of 
gear, principally because |] had so much 
swéaring to do on the top, 

„At what?’ 

‘Why, atthe ‘Doctor’ and my negro boy, 
Charlie.“ 

Doc. Cronan has more magnificent respect 
for a Mississippi storm than any man lever 
met. Itthundered and lightened and rained 
all the way down, and just as soon as the first 
rumble was heard they would leave me and 
pull for the shore. I had to watch them all the 
time, or they would run off taking everything 
with them. 

That dn negro drank, ate and smoked all 
J] had,and at least fifty times during the trip 
when lcalled for a drink he rolled up the 
int s of his eyes and protested thatthe ‘Doc- 
tor’ had drank everything. This morning 
during the storm they ran off and left me, and 
I did not see them again until 
a tew minutes before the ‘St. Jacobs 
Oil’ took me up. They had 
my little boat, the Baby Mine,’’ on board, 
which contained my clock and everything,and 
I could not even geta smoke. Oh, they’re a 
daisy pair, and they made at least fifty breaks 
towards land in the last few days. Icussed for 
all I could, but it did not help a bit.’’ 

‘*Did you run much at night?’’ 

„Only three nights. The first night Cronan 
and the negro fell asleep, dritted into a wood 
pile and lost an oar. In the morningthey came 
up to ine, usingthe pole of the German flag as 
one of the oars. Each blamed the other and 
they had a devil of arow. The Doctor 
diways got the worst of it. At Davenport some 
of Cronan’s countrymen presented him with a 
keg of beer, which he put onthe boat. Thev 
forgot to send a spigot, and we sailed all day 
thirsty and hot, unable to get at the 
beer. Soon we met a raft and ‘‘Doc’’ 
and thé ‘‘nig’’ climbed aboard pulling the keg 
after them. Soon I heard two reports and 
looking over Raw thet Oronan hud fired his 

isto] into the head of the keg. Such a scram- 
le for beer I never saw, and I 
laughed until it almost choked me.“ 
After the Captain donned his clothes he 
wus driven out to Forest Park, anda magnifi- 
cent supper was served for him and a few 
friends. He will rest here for a few 
days, after which he will attempt the greatest 
feat of his life, a run to Cairo withont getting 
out of the water. He expects it will take him 
forty-five hours.

Why Their Fruition Will Not Be 
Immediate.

The Recordership Not Likely to Change 
Hands for Some Time. 


A week from to-day the term of Mr. Hoblit- 
zelle as Recorder of Voters by Governor Crit- 
tendeng's appointment will begin. Tue indi- 
cations are that he will not get possession of 
the oflice without a contest. There is a strong 
disposition to test the constitutionality of a 
measure which virtually opens the door to 
special legislation. By the charter and 
the constitution it has been claimed 
that the city was so far divorced from the State 
Government as to prohibit legislation designed 
to affect the city specially. If, however, the 
General Assembly had the power to create the 
oflice of Recorder and regulate registration in 
St. Louis it has the power at the next session 
to go into all manner of special legislation 
for the ‘*benetit’’ of St. Louis, 
The Republican office holders at the 
City Hall have little to expect from a Demo- 


cratic Assembly, and they recognize it. They 
want to see the powers of the Legislature with 
regard to St. Louis defined before another ses- 
sion is held. The position which the St. Louis 
Republican will take in the controversy prom- 
ises to be interesting. That paper has always 
fought special legislation, und one of its 
strongest arguments used forthe charter was 
that it relieved the city for all time from the 
dangers of Jefferson City acts. Now thatthe 
Official existence ofa relative, Col. George’s 

son-in law, depends on this special levista- 

tion, it remains tobe seen whether the Republi- 
can will be consistent. : 

There is more than one obstacle for Mr. 
Hoblitzelle to surmount before he presses Mr. 
Gonter’s chair bottom. The law providing for 
the successorship is peculiar. It reads as fol- 
lows: 

»The registration books of all the voting 
precincts within and for any such city, made 
atthe registration for the last general eiec- 
tion held in November last, 1880, and now in 
the custocy of the Recorder of Voters or other 
officer of any such city, shall, immediate 
upon the passage of this act, be by him turned 
over tothe City Register of such city, who 
Shall receiptfor the same, and upon his ap- 
pointment turn them overto the Recorder of 
Voters herein provided for.’’ 

Now, Register Berg,who is a Republican, has 
munifested no disposition to go after the office, 
and itis very doubtful if Mr. Gonter is going to 
back upthe Register and turn over his oftice. 
Such being the case, itis difficult to see just 
where Mr. Hoblitzelle will get satisfaction. 

The lawyers have already devoted some at- 
tention tothe peculiar situation, and among 
the reasons why the change from Gonter to 
Hoblitzelle will not take place next Monday the 
following are given: 

The Governor failed to comply with the law 
in not appointing a Recorder before the Senate 
adjourned, by which body he was to be con- 
firmed, and allowed the Legislature to adjourn 
before exercising that prerogative. 

The Recorder is under the law to be appoint- 
ed for four years from the Ist of Jannary, 1881, 
which is retrospective, as the Legislature was 
notin session and the Governor was notin- 
augurated at that date. 

The present Recorder holds a commission 
under the charter for two years longer. He is 
a bonded officer under the charter, 

The law is ‘‘special’’ as it only applies to 
the city of St. Louis. 

There is nothingin the charter warranting 
the Auditor to pay a Recorder of Voters the 
sum of $2,500 per annum, which is clearly an 
infringement upon the charter und ordinances 
of the city. 

The registration books, under the law, were 
to be immediately turned over to the City 
Register upon the passage of the act, but the 
law did not go into effect for ninety days 
thereafter and no demand was made at the 
time by the Register for said books and pa- 
pers. 

It deprives the Mayor ofthe right to select 
a Board of Revision, as provided in the char- 
ter, which he is known to support, and in oth- 
er respects gives to a State officer the powers 
that belong to the Mayor and compels the city 
Government to pay all the expenses contract- 
ed by a State officer. 

It makes an additional oflicerin the person 
of a Deputy Recorder of Voters and compels 
the city to pay his salary.
